Princeton Place, talks about a food 
shortage. 
Prices are changing so fast his 
company can’t print new pages, 
required by the Internal Revenue 
Service, fast enough for his price 
book. 
“There is no more bartering. 
People are just paying for what they 
can get,’’ said Gumplo. 
He is the Lompoc area sales 
representative for Chef’s Vendors, 
Inc., a division of Jordano’s, Corp. 
The man on the street probably 
never has heard of Chef’s, however 
the 
company 
represents 
the 
primary source of canned, frozen, 
and dietary foods to most Lompoc 
restaurants, the Lompoc Hospital, 
Lompoc 
High 
School, 
and 
the 
Vandenberg Air Force Base BX, 
commissary, and clubs. 
Chef’s also supplies most of their 
oils, oil based products, shortenings, 
cheeses, cereals, spices, and staples 


(salt, sugar, rice, flour, mixes, 
etc.). 
- 
Pretty soon, according to Gumplo. 
Chef’s will be the only supplier ot 
such foods to Lompoc restaurants 
and institutions. And the supply, 
which normally totals over 30,000 
line items, will be very limited. 
“As of today Leslie Foods and 
Kraft Foods have withdrawn from 
the field and are not in production,’’ 
G um plo 
sa id . 
He 
added, 
“independent suppliers (makers) 
are withdrawing daily.’’ 
Flour is hard to get and high 
priced because “one out of four of 
our 
harvest 
crops 
is 
being 
exported.’’ 
The 
owner 
of 
Continental 
Pastries, 1008 North H St., reported 
he is paying “a hell of a price’’ for 
flour and can’t get all he wants from 
Chef’s. There is a lot of panic buying 
in the bakery business. 
“People are going to have to 
forget about campers and start 
buyingJfood,’’ he said.

Officials probe possible 
arson in eight acre fire 


County fire officials today were 
investigating possible arson in a fire 
that blackened about eight acres on 
the doorstep of Mission Hills homes. 
The fire erupted Friday afternoon 
on Union Oil Company property, 
about 500 yards off Highway 1, and a 
mile 
north 
of 
Burton 
Mesa 
Boulevard. Officials said a small 
quantity of matches and other 
evidence were found at the scene. 
The fire burned in a southerly 
direction until it was halted by 
Rucker Road, north of Burton Mesa. 
No homes were endangered and no 
other structures or installations 
damaged 
but the flames came to 
the edge of the asphalt covered 
parking lot of Mission Hills Baptist 
Church at 3625 Rucker Road. 
There were some air drops of fire 
retarding 
chemicals 
but 
state 


forestry personnel carried out the 
operation and local county firemen 
had no detailed information. 
Four homes on the east side of 
Rucker 
Road, 
however 
were 
spattered by the chemicals which 
were bright red in color. One air 
drop hit the pavement in front of 
369b Rucker Rd., spattering the 
house of Robert Edwards. Also hard 
hit was the home of C. E. Villanueva 
at 3686 Rucker Road. 
Officials 
said 
several 
county 
vehicles were also heavily spattered 
with the red chemical. Firemen 
went door to door on Rucker Road 
urging residents to scrub their 
houses with water and a brush 
before the chemical dried. 
The fire was the first of maior 
proportions to hit the tinder dry 
expanses of the Vandenberg Village- 
Mission Hills area this season.

Consumers will not feel the full 
brunt of the price jump for some

million or more must give the Cost 
of Living Council 30 days notice of 
such increases. 
Chrysler Corp. immediately asked 
the council to allow an average $71 
hike on its 1974-model cars and

criminal evidence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox charged 
today 
that 
President 
Nixon 
is 
withholding vital criminal evidence 
about the Watergate scandal “by his 
personal choice ’ without any legal 
or constitutional right to do so. 
“Unlike a monarch,” Cox said, 
“ the 
P resident 
is 
not 
the 
sovereign.” 


In a 67-page legal brief filed in 
U.S. 
District Court, Cox urged 
Judge John J. Sirica to order the 
President to produce for a grand 
jury 
tape 
recordings 
of 
nine 
conversations with aides. Cox said 
the tapes could prove or disprove 
“criminal 
conspiracy and other 
illegal conduct” in the White House. 
Such an order. Cox said, would

“ The 
P re si d en t 
has

enforceable

Aviaco, a subsidiary of Spain’s 
Iberia Airlines, said there was “ no 
hope of survivors” among the 79 
passengers and six crew of the twin- 
et SE210 Caravelle which was 
ying from Madrid to the seaside 
resorts in northwestern Spain when 
it tried to land here in heavy clouds 
and rain.

Pascual 
aborted

attempts to land in poor visibility, 
then was told to divert the plane lo 
Santiago de Compostela airport 
because

His lawyers argued in a 
lengthy brief last Tuesday that it 
wouldЪе “simply impossible for any 
President of the United States to 
function” if he were forced to 
disclose 
confidential 
c o m ­ 
munications with aides. 
Cox contended that Watergate- 
related 
conversations 
were 
not 
conducted as part of the President’s 
official duties and therefore could 
not be withheld legally. 
“They have critical importance in 
a grand jury inquiry into gross 
misconduct by high officials in the 
executive offices of the President... 
the President of the United States, 
like the humblest citizen, has an 
enforceable 
legal 
duty 
not 
to 
withhold 
from 
the 
grand 
jury 
material evidence, the production of 
which the court determines to be in 
the public interest.” 
Cox argued further that Nixon had 
waived any claim to keep the tapes 
secret since some persons involved 
in the conversations had already 
testified about them publicly and 
because Nixon permitted his former 
chief of staff, H. R. Haldeman. to 
listen to two of the tapes after 
leaving the White House April 30. 


“Not even a President can be 
allowed to select some accounts of a 
conversation for public disclosure 
and then to frustrate further grand 
jury inquiries by withholding the 
best evidence of what actually took 
place,” Cox said. 
Sirica 
has 
scheduled 
oral 
arguments for Aug. 22 on the tapes 
dispute.

McBride, a top assistant to Cox, told 
reporters. 
Sirica told the jurors that Cox had 
told him their investigation could 
last the full year and a half of its 
normal tenure. 


Israel sure of condemnation for ¡et seizure 


United Press International 
Israel defended its seizure of a Lebanese 
ietliner as “ self-defense” but said today 
U.S. disapproval of the act made passage 
of a U.N. Security Council condemnation 
likely. 
A government spokesman “ there have 
been contacts with the United States” on 
Friday’s interception of the plane. Israel 
forced it to land in a military field inside 
Israel in the belief it carried Palestinian 
guerrilla leader George Habash and other 
eaders. 
“ I have my sincere doubts that the 
United States will veto a motion against 
Israel,” said one official. The United 


States vetoed last month a Security Council

that

This time, he said, Washington was not 
expected to back Israel, judging by a 
statem ent from the U.S. State Department 
Saturday deploring the action. 


The criticism was matched by the Israel 
Airline Pilots’ Union which previously 
backed Israel’s tactics to prevent threats 
to civil aviation. 
Chairman Itzhak Shaded, a flight captain

SY Valley lot splits 
bothering county officials 


The “ parade of lot splits” in Santa Ynez 
Valley, scene of the latest county building 
“boom” is beginning to bother county 
authorities at some levels. 
But lack of guidelines provided at the top 
levels of county government is rendering 
lesser county officials helpless to meet the 
prolifering lot split situation, it is shown. 


The County Technical Review Staff 
(TRS) wrestled with the Santa Ynez Valley 
lot split phenomena recently and despite 
objections from the planning department 
voted to recommend approval of a negative 
environmental declaration on behalf of a 
proposed split of 47 acres into three 


parcels. 
The property before TRS lies east of 
Fredenborg Canyon Rd., north of Solvang.

Director Britt Johnson,

member of TRS, voted against approving 
the environmental report which specifies 
minimal environmental impact. He felt a

Nixon signs highway act bill 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)

President 
Nixon today signed into law a $23 billion 
lay sign 


The President said in a statem ent that he 
was “particularly pleased to sign this 
legislation.” He said it represents “ a 
significant extension and reform of the 
federal highway program ” and called it 
“an important step forward” in providing 
better, more balanced transportation. 


“One of the most significant features is 
that it allows the highway trust fund to be 
used 
for 
mass 
transit 
capital 
im­ 
provements,” said Nixon. “This landmark 
provision is one that I have urged for some 
time." 


He noted that under the new law, states 
and localities for the first time “ will have 
the flexibility they need to set their own 
transportation priorities.” 


Congress completed action 10 days ago 
on the bill which authorizes nearly $20 
billion worth of expenditures over the next 
three years from the highway trust fund. 
The fund collects $6 billion to $7 billion a 
year through federal taxes on gasoline, 
tires and trucks. 
No money would be spent for nonhighway 
)urposes during the first year covered by 
he new bill. During the second year, $200 
million would be released for spending on 
buses and during the third year, ^ 0 0 
million more would be available for fixed 
rail systems such as subways.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — Multinational corporations 
frequently have the economic power to bring on a currency 
crises at will and the strength to challenge the sovereignty 
of nations, a U N. agency warned Sunday. 
The U.N. Department of Economic and Social Affairs 
prepared the report for an international ' group of eminent 
persons’ appointed by Secretary General Kurt Waldheim. 
The group will meet Sept 4 for a study of the impact of 
multinational corporations. 
The “ group of eminent persons.” as it was called in a 1972 
resolution of the Economic and Social Council authorizing 
the appointment and preparation of the report for their 
study, will meet again in Geneva in November.

We can also steel ourselves for the continuing deification 
of Vince Lombardi, who may be one of the most destructive 
influences in American sports. His dictum. “Winning isn’t 
the important thing, it’s the only thing." is the height of dis­ 
guised hysteria. 


Yet for Lombardi, his ravings, his beating on the chests of 
his behemothic charges, was suitable to his personality.

And we have G eorge A llen, the narrow M achiavellian 
coach of the Redskins, a man who trades players he doesn t 
have, and who says he would trim his life a year to win a 
championship, following in the heroic legend of Lombardi. 


For all this, we m iss the most beautiful elem ent of foot­ 
ball. It is the sublime moment when a football is kicked off 
and the brown oval is outlined against the sky. It could be as 
delicious a moment as finally getting a kite caught up in a 
wind drift. 


But we m iss this beautiful moment because in our minds 
eye we are preparing for the ferocity that will take place 
when the ball eventually falls.

18. The Drop Shot and Drop Volley 


The drop shot is not a 
stroke for the elementary or 
intermediate player, nor is it 
vital for the advanced player. 
However, it is a shot that 
gives a player an additional 
advantage if he can execute it 
properly and if he uses it at 
the prooper time. He will find 
it invaluable against the slow 
player or the man who hates 
to come to net. 


You never hit a drop shot 
from the back court, when 
your opponent is on the serv­ 
ice line or in the latter stages 
of a match. 


The drop shot is used for 
change of pace, to catch an 
opponent off balance or to 
keep 
him 
from 
getting 
grooved. It must have dis­ 
guise to be of value. 


Most important of all, the 
drop shot must clear the net 
and it must bounce short and 
low. 


The drop shot is hit with 
underspin. The racket face 
must be open and the racket 
must move in a downward 
direction as it conntacts the 
ball. The action of the racket 


is both down and forward. 
The drop shot can be an 
outward winner when the 
opponent is out of position or 
caught moving the wrong 
way. Frequently the opponent 
can get to the drop shot but 
can do little with it. 
Not every good player uses 
the drop shot but every good 
player learns the reply to it. 
He must either drop shot 
back, angle the ball sharply 
or hit deep to his opponent’s 
baseline. He must never hit 
short, for this provides the 
opposition with the perfect 
set-up. 


The drop volley, essential 
for the good net man, is used 
when the opponent is on the 
baseline or out of position or 
moving in the wrong direc­ 
tion. It carries its own dis­ 
guise. since the action of the 
drop volley is only revealed 
when the ball is hit. 


It is hit by coming sharply 
under the ball or by pulling 
the arm back just at the 
moment of impact.

Private snooping 


W ASHINGTON—As 
Congress 
departed, intent like a flustered 
housewife 
on 
a 
long-promised 
vacation, so much was swept under 
the rug. While a beginning was 
made 
on 
reform 
of campaign 
spending 
in other areas where 
recent shocks have shown any 
urgent 
need 
for 
congressional 
action, the rule was to put it off to an 
indefinite future. 
First 
and 
fore­ 
most is the invasion 
of privacy by bug­ 
ging. The practice 
has proliferated at a 
fantastic rate, not 
only in government 
at every level but 
with private eyes 
and snoopers using 
with impunity the 
latest 
and 
most- 
sensitive electronic 
devices. 
Capable of penetrating solid walls, 
they leave not a shred of privacy to 
unsuspecting individuals. 
The 
revelation that President 
Nixon 
had 
secretly 
taped 
the 
conversations of every visitor to his 
office, from heads of state to 
Watergate 
conspirators, 
was 
a 
shattering example of the practice. 
But, quite apart from government 
tapes 
and 
taps, 
the 
way 
this 
insidious surveillance has spread 
through 
the 
channels 
of 
law 
enforcement is even more alarming.

wrote in denying a defense motion to 
suppress the tape recordings.

in the room a recording device. 
Since it would not tape a lengthy 
conversation, as a precaution he 
was also wired to a device that 
broadcast the entire conversation to 
an FB I car parked in the street. 
Judge Gesell had no choice but to 
deny the defense motion, since he 
had been overruled by a higher court 
when in a previous case he had stuck 
down similar taped conversations. 
As any experienced trial judge 
knows, he observed, secret taping is 
an increasingly common practice. 
Only legislation requiring a warrant 
in such cases can correct the 
growing intrusion of privacy. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D.-Wis., has 
introduced a bill which would create 
a bipartisan joint committee on 
individual rights made up of 10 
senators and 10 representatives. The 
committee 
would 
hold 
regular 
hearings covering every agency of 
government that collects, stores and 
uses personal information about

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specific individuals. The CIA, the 
h BI and all military surveillance 
groups would be required to testify 
under oath and produce all relevant 
documents covering the extent of 
their operations.

legal in 1968 
more than 1.623,000 
conversations involving 120,000 or 
more individuals were overheard. 
The 
Army, 
on a 
rampage 
of 
electronic snooping, put together 
dossiers on 100,000 citizens now 
stored in 300 records centers. 
The proposed joint committee is a 
start. Out of the hearings could 
come a law to check the spread of 
the 
private 
snooper 
who 
now 
operates without restraint. It is a 
practice destructive of all trust and 
confidence. 
Whether through such a joint 
committee 
or 
in 
legislation 
requiring a warrant for private use 
of electronic snooping, this should 
be high on the agenda when the 
Congress returns. So much was left 
undone in this first session. If in the 
Watergate hearings exposure is 
merely for the sake of exposing, 
then 
a 
sense 
of 
futility 
and 
resentment is bound to develop. 
Congress has a long way to go to 
demonstrate that it is truly a 
coequal branch of government, to 
say nothing about assuming the 
functions 
of 
a 
crippled 
and 
distracted executive Seldom in our 
history has government suffered 
such seeming paralysis of will and 
resolution.

The 
first thing that came to mind was 
the B.R.T. subway (Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit). He simply reversed the 
initials and tagged them on the end 
of the column and they have stuck 
ever since.

Public records 


It may come as a surprise to those 
who have followed the progress of 
this writer’s efforts to compel the 
disclosure of the plush contract 
enjoyed by U.C. President Charles 
J Hitch, that the suit filed to bring 
this about has never been settled. 
The matter came into being when 
a 
simple 
request 
to view 
the 
contract was refused by the Regents 
on the contention that the document 
was 
“ a 
personnel 
record, 
the 
disclosure of which would constitute 
an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy.” 
Unwilling to concede that a public 
contract requiring the expenditure 
of tax dollars could be anything but 
a 
public 
record, 
former 
U.S. 
Attorney 
John 
P. 
Hyland 
was 
retained to bring an action in 
Sacramento superior court. This 
was done last January. Because of 
an uncertainty in the law, the 
matter 
was transferred to the 
Alameda courts. 
There it 
still 
dangles, no hearing having been set. 
Meantime, the arrogance of the 
position assumed by the Regents 
provoked 
a 
wave 
of 
editorial 
criticism 
To “ get out of 
the 
kitchen 
and escape the white heat 
of public reaction, the Regents 
voluntarily 
surrendered 
the 
contract. This, apparently to their 
way 
of 
thinking, 
resolved 
the 
matter. 
But two important issues remain. 
Are such records clearly public- 
under existing laws?

such records to be public. 
It is not a satisfactory ending. It 
leaves the inference that anyone 
seeking such records in the future 
will encounter the same obstinacy of 
refusal.

And, the average citizen does not 
have 
the

Senator John Stull recognized that
